SOME IMPOSSIBLE PROBLEMS

The Effort to Cultivate a Blue Rose,
the Search For Absolute Zero, the
Perpetual Motion Phantom and the
Bquaring of the Cirele,

There dled In the yenr 1002 In 8t
Fellx, a small villnge in the depart
ment of Houte Garonue, In Frapee,
wenlthy  octogonarian  horticulturist,
who spent the lnst forty-five years of
lls Jife aud n s yarlously estimated
ut from L£12,000 to £156,000 In attempt-
Ing to produce by ar(ificlal cultivation
a blue rose.

We lave o yellow rose; bence
there s no hlue.

The pursult of the absolute zero polns
18 to chemists what the dlscovery of
the north pole Is to geographers. Ever
slnce Falrenhelt o 1724 broached the
problem sclentlsts Inuumerable bhave
striven to reach the godl In valn, al
though each, In torn, has succeeded In
outdistnncing the other.

Thus Fahrenhelt boasted that no one
could ever altalo artificlally to a
greater degree of cold than he produced
with salt and lee—seven degrees below
gero—although, of course, he did not
supposs that cold ended there. Yet,
within o few years of his death, over
100 degrees below had been obtuined,
and Professor James Dewar, whose re-
gearches in the feld of low tempera-
tures have brought out g0 many new
and startling focts, sueceeded by ecool-
ing down the rure gas helium by the
ald of liguefied bydrogen lo veglstering
the aliwost inconcelvable temperature
of 422 degrees below zero I, But this
8 not absolute zero, and the problem
remaing unsolved.

Here and there, In odd corners of the
earth, gray. bent men still pore over
crucibles seoking the philosoplier's
stone—that wysterious and wonderful
substance which will, they belleve,
when found change the baser metals
Into gold. It uever will be found, of
course, for such a substance, In the
"nature of things, can have no concrete
sexlatence, Nevertheless for hundreds
!of yvears the best bralns and keenest
futellects In Christendom sought It
enrly and Inte,

Nor were their lnbors wholly wasted.
for It wns while searching for this
mythical treasore that Bottcher stum
bled on the secrot of the manufacture
of porcelnin; Roger Bacon on that of
the composition of gunpowder; Geber
on the propertles of aclds; Van Hel-
mont on the nature of gas, and Dr.
Hanber on the “salts” which bear his
pame, After a simllar fashion, too,
the three century long hunt for the
ellxir of life bequeathed o us a whole
host of valuable remedial drugs and
was the meaps Indirectly of saving or,
at all events, prolonging literally mil-
Hons of lives,

8o also, as (he result of the wvain
search after perpetual motion, there
wnsa evolved the greatest of all the gen-
ernlizations of modern physleal sel-
ence, the principle of the conservation
of energy, and even now more or less
fmportant discoverles are belng con-
stantly stumbled on by seekers after
the same perennial will-othe-wisp.
For let It be by no means lmagined
that the perpetual motion eranks are
all dend and gone, On the contrary,
they are probably fully us numerous
and as sanguine today as they were in
1| the time of Leibnitz or Newton.

OFf course the thing 18 Impossible and
has been proved so over and over
again, but that does not deter them,
Only the other day a man turned up
at the office of a well known patent
agent with a model of a perpetual mo-
tion machine which depended for lts
proper worklng upon the lnterception
of gravitational attraction.

Imventor was good enough to explain,
wus slmplicity itself. The only thiog
that remained to be done, he Ingenu-
ously remarked, was to find the proper
material for an Interceptor, Is It pos-
gible to concelve of human folly golng
further than this?

Among mathematiclans the two most
famous unsolvable problems are the
trisection of the angle and the dupli
catlon of the cube. Men have tolled
at one or the other, sometimes at both,
of these for fifteen, twenty, thirty
years, only to retive at last baflled and
beaten. Their calenlations and meth-
ods of work have In many Instances
been publlshed to the world, but the
subject 1s -too abstruse to attempt to
do more than merely touch upon it in
a popular article of this kind,

It 18 somewhat startling, however,
to find that even figures, just plain,
ordinary arithmetlcal figures such as
are easlly understandable by any mod-
ern board school boy, have glven rise
to problems quite as incapable of solu-
tlon a8 any of those springlng ount of
the higher mathematles.

For a long time this approximation
was a¥ near as any one gof, but In 1863
a lady mathematiclan went one better,
Here Is her formuola: “From three di-
ameters deduct elght thousandths and
geven milllontbs of a dinmeter, and to
the result ndd 5 per cent” We have
then not quite enough, but the shortage
Is only ut the rate of about an Inch
and a zixteenth of an loch in 14.000
miles, Finally, an Englishman named
Shanks succeeded in reducing by more
than one-half even this well nigh lu-
finltesimal error, and there for the
present the matter rests.

It may be of Interest to note, how-
ever, that some little while back a man
made a great hobbub In London be-
capse he had not obtalned the reward
which he alleged had been offered for
the discovery of the correct solutlon,
although he clalmed to have arrived at
it. He said he did it by actual meas-
urement, and it was found on inyesti-
gatlon that he bad constructed a box-
wood disk of twelve Inches in diameter
whith he rolied along a straight rall
The man wis a Joiner by trade and evi-
dently knew well what be was about
when he measured, for hls answer,
8.140025, 15 wrong by less than one in
3,000, —Peargon's Weekly.

INDIA'S WHITE ANTS.

Only One Kind of Wood, Sandal, Can
Withstand Their Attacks,

Insects of varions kinds are a peren-
pial plague to Indlan dwellers, tea
growers and others.

The tea bushes in the Assam gardens
have no less than four destructive ene-
mies, from which no means of escape
has yet been devised by man, These
are the bark eating borer, the sand-
wich eaterplilar, the mosquito and the
white ant, all of which attack the bush
and do ilmmense damage,

By far the worst of these plagues is
the white ant, the mosquito merely at-
tacking the leaves and causing a blight.
The ants, however, begin at the roots
and eat upward, reducing the wood to
powder and lenving only the bark to
support the top, which soon topples
over by reason of Its own weight.

There Is no Indian wood which would
resist the ants' (nsidious attack except
sapdal, It delights fn reduclng pioe
and white wood to a powder. It can-
not work In the light, but must get at
the wood from some dark recess and
work within a shell.

In some mysterious way the white
ant gets indoors and has a particular
penchant for penetrating Into & veneer-
ed or lacquered picture frame, and in &
ghort time nothing will remaln but the
veneer or lncquer, nothing else belng
left but a small portion of the powder,
the rest being consumed or removed.

The method of attack Is by emitting
a kind of acid, which destroys the
wood, And this ant has been known
to bore holes through the sheet lron
bottoms of trunks. Several long, sup-
porting jolsts fn a consuler building in
Caleutta were eaten out so completely
that they Had to be replaced with
gtec] ones,

While these destructive white ants
do not =eem to possess much literary
taste, they sometimes attack books
and destroy them by Dboring holes
through leaves and cover from side fo
slde.

An English resident in an Indian clty
had o fine set of upholstered furniture,
which he protected by some covering
as well a8 he could before leaving his
home for an ahsence of some months
on business, and when he relurned he
gat down In a chair, which collapsed
under him Hke a framework of card-
board.—Westminster Gazette,
